The story of a young man with an idea 


More than forty years ago, an in- 
genious ybung New Englander —

THREE COATS OF PAINT FOR EVERY HODGSON HOUSE 

Hodgson doesn't expect the Cedar exterior of your 
house to fight its own battles, single-handed, against 
rot and weather. Each Hodgson House is given three 
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coats of the best lead and oil paints obtainable. The 
first coat is dipped and results in a thorough water- 
proofing. The other two coats are applied with a 
brush by master painters. 

Standard colors for Hodgson Houses — in keeping 
with their Colonial design — are white sides with a 
slate green roof; or stained brown sides with green 
roof and trimmings. Other colors are available at a 
slight additional cost. 

TWO TYPES OF 
CONSTRUCTION 

Single wall construction 

(Fibre Lined). This cannot 
be safely recommended if 
you expect to use your 
house the year around, or

The double wall con- 
struction, with each partition given two layers of 
Arctic Lining, provides better insulation than you 
would have in a well built plastered house!

Hodgson double walls permit a wide range of in- 
terior finishes. The Arctic Board is a light cane color, 
with woodwork stained a walnut brown. This is our 
stock finish. 

When woodwork is left natural, it may be painted 
or stained any shade or color you desire — to match 
or contrast with the walls, if you want them tinted or 
covered with wallpaper. Arctic Lining, incidentally, 
takes paint beautifully.

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HOW TO ESTIMATE THE COST OF A HOUSE 



Hodgson Houses are prefabricated on the unit sys- 
tem, as illustrated by the above drawing. The units 
are 6 ft. long, in varying widths of 12 ft., 18 ft., and 24 
ft. There are Hip and Gable Ends, and a Valley Roof 
unit which is used to turn the units at right angles. 
With this combination it is possible to make almost 
any plan you desire. 

In order that you may understand how to estimate 
the cost of a Hodgson House we give you at the right 
the prices of these various prefabricated units. Then 
on Page 32 we give you an example of an itemized 
estimate which makes use of the various unit prices, 
with the porches, partitions, windows, blinds, etc., as 
shown in plan and photograph and as described and 
priced on Pages 34 and 35. This example illustrates 
the way you would use the figures in estimating any 
Hodgson House you want to plan. 

Each house illustrated in this book, however, has 
its complete price listed beneath the picture or plan, 
figured on the same basis. 

An itemized estimate similar to the one given on 
Page 32 is available for any Hodgson House. We will 
gladly send you such an estimate without obligation 
to you, so that you may know just what is included in 
our price. 

The prices shown with the various plans in this 
book do not include heating or plumbing fixtures, 
screens, shades, flower boxes, awnings, cabinets or 
fittings. 

The foundation of the house must be figured sepa- 
rately as there are several types that are suitable. 
For instance, we have found that well-set treated 
posts are reasonable in price, last for years, and are 
satisfactory in every way. 

Naturally, though, cement or brick piers are more 
lasting; and if conditions require it we recommend a 
wall foundation. This is especially needed if the 
Hodgson House is to be used the year around, for 
then it requires a cellar or fire room to accommodate 
a furnace. 

All foundation plans are developed by Hodgson 
and are furnished free of charge after order is 
placed.

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SPECIFICATIONS 


A guaranteed construction backed by more than forty 
years of unit house building, and thoroughly tested in all 
climates and under all weather conditions. Made by 
skilled help in the best equipped unit house factory in the 
United States. 

All HODGSON Houses are made according to the 
following specifications unless otherwise specified. They 
are made 12, 18 and 24 feet wide and any length in multi- 
ples of six feet. 

FLOORS: 

Made of the best quality of spruce floor joist, in sections 
of 6 feet in length by the width of the units (12 ft., 18 ft. 
or 24 ft.), covered with clear rift Oregon pine, blind 
nailed, sanded and shellacked. Grooved ledgers are 
attached to the floor sections into which a tongue on the 
side wall section fits, making a perfectly tight joint between 
floor and side wall. This is our stock floor. 

If specified, we will furnish double boarded floors with 
a waterproof paper between boards. 

Or, our stock single boarded floor Arctic (Celotex) 
lined. All houses Arctic lined include the Arctic lining 
under floor. 

Or, at little extra expense we can line under our stock 
single floors with a heavy waterproof fibre, making them 
both damp and wind proof. 

SIDES: 

Single Wall Construction: A frame made of the highest 
grade of red cedar and Oregon pine, covered with a heavy 
waterproof fibre, and over this a rabbetted red cedar 
clapboard put on with galvanized nails. The interior 
shows the tan fibre lining, with brown stained frame 
exposed, made in completed sections, with windows, 
doors, hardware, etc., fitted in place. 

Double Wall Construction is similar to the single wall 
construction described above with the addition of our. 
Arctic board placed over the studs, built into the sections 
at the factory, making a dead air space between the outer 
and inner walls. This Arctic board (Celotex) is one- 
half inch thick and is the best insulator against heat, cold 
and noise that we have found practical to use. 

If you wish to paint or paper the interior of a Hodgson 
House, we use the Arctic Board with the smooth surface 
exposed. This takes paint or paper perfectly. 

Our stock finish is the rough side of the Arctic Board 
exposed, with the woodwork stained walnut brown, 
making a most attractive finish without further expense. 

ROOFS: 

Our stock roofs are made of a frame of the highest grade 
of Oregon Pine, lined with a Fibre and covered with a 
Red Cedar rabbetted boarding. This makes a very dur- 
able and attractive roof. It is made in completed sections 
and can be taken apart any number of times without the 
slightest damage to any of the materials. It is guaranteed 
against defects. 

Roofs may be regular cedar, asphalt shingles, or gal- 
vanized iron. 

Where a shingled roof is preferred to our stock roof, we 
use an Oregon Pine frame, covered with matched boarding 
and furnish without extra charge, either asphalt or red 
cedar shingles, which are put on after the house is erected. 
In this case, we Arctic line the roofs at the factory, with 
framing exposed, or furnish the Arctic Board to be put 
on after the house is up, thus covering the roof framework. 

CEILINGS: 

The ceilings consist of beams running across the rooms 
usually forming panels or squares about 3 feet x 6 feet. 
These beams are rabbetted to receive Arctic board panels 
of the same size. These ceilings are usually placed on a 
level with the top of the side walls of the room, 73^ feet 
high, although they may be raised slightly, or left out 
entirely throwing the room open into the roof. 


PARTITIONS: 

Single Wall Construction: Made of the best grade of 
matched Oregon pine sheathing, placed on the same grade 
of Oregon pine frame, and stained a walnut brown to 
match interior woodwork. The partitions are made in 
sections to fill the entire space between floor and roof, 
entirely separating each room; except when ceilings are 
specified, then the partitions are made the height of the 
side walls. 

Double Wall Construction consists of the best grade of 
Oregon pine frame with the Arctic boarding on both 
sides of frame, forming a dead air space for insulating 
sounds. 

DOORS: 

The best quality of Oregon pine doors are used, 1H" 
thick, fitted with Colonial mortised locks, and glass knobs, 
and hung on brass finished hinges, unless otherwise 
specified. The different types of doors are shown in our 
catalog. 

WINDOWS: 

All windows are fitted in place and have brass locks 
and all necessary brass hardware, and are painted. They 
are made in several different styles, as shown in the cata- 
log, and are as specified. 

BLINDS OR SHUTTERS: 

Are furnished when specified. They are fitted complete 
with heavy galvanized hardware of the Colonial type and 
are painted. 

PAINTING: 

The exterior of our houses is painted three coats of the 
best lead and oil paints in the following colors: Roof, 
blinds and doors, slate green. Sides, sash and French 
glass doors are painted white. If special colors are desired, 
there will be an extra charge of 2% of the cost of the 
house. 

HARDWARE: 

All finished hardware is of the best quality, and is at- 
tached to the different parts of the house where required. 
Hardware necessary to erect the house is packed separately 
and each package is marked where it is to be used. 

ERECTION: 

Full directions for erecting with foundation and erec- 
tion plans are sent with each house. 

When we quote a price for delivering and erecting a 
house, it does not include the foundation itself except if 
the house is to be set on a post foundation, in which case 
we furnish and set posts that are chemically treated to 
last many years in the ground. Boarding, lattice or steps 
about the foundation are not included, but can be fur- 
nished at an additional cost. 

If the house is to have a wall foundation, or is to have 
a cellar under a part of it, we then furnish only the founda- 
tion plan and cellar plan without charge, the mason work, 
plumbing, etc., to be done by local help at owner’s expense, 
unless otherwise specified. 

We have found that the most satisfactory method of 
erection, if the house is at all large, saving the owner 
much trouble, is to have one of our foremen supervise 
and help in its erection, at a nominal charge, he or the 
owner to hire additional local help. These houses are 
so complete and the erection is so simple, that unskilled 
labor can be found anywhere to erect them at little ex- 
pense. 

TERMS: 

Our prices are net and are F. O. B. Dover, Mass. A 
deposit of 25% is required with all orders when placed. 
The balance may be paid prior to shipment, sight draft 
attached to bill of lading, or if satisfactory references are 
given, the balance may be paid after goods are received.
